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Of  Colonies f  and  Colonization ^ 

I  HAVE  faid  the  colonifts  cannoti  with 
the  kalt  ihew  of  rcafon,  demand^  as 
their  right,  any  privileges  that  are  not 
licarly  granted  by  their  charters  ;  but  if 
Ihtfc  very  charters  had  been  infringedi 
they  might  feel  it  as  a  hardlhip,  and, 
with  fume  appearance  of  reafon,  com* 
plain  of  it  as  fuch,  although  it  is  evident 
they  would  not  even  in  that  cafe  have  a 
legal  plea  for  rchflancc  ;  for  thefe  char¬ 
ters,  if  granted  by  the  crown,  are  granted 
only  by  one  of  the  members  of  the  legif- 
latiirc,  who  has  no  power  to  <lo  any 
thing  to  the  prejudice  of  the  date.  Oif 
this  the  fupremc  legiOative  couadlawc 
the  only  competent  judges  |  and  al¬ 
though  it  ought  to  be  only  on  extraor* 
dinary  emergencies  that  they  ftiould 
bare  rccouric  to  fuch  violent  means  of 
€«»Te^iiig  errors,  as  *  revoking  charters 
would  be,  yet  they  are  undoubtedly 
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veded  by  the  condltution  with  i\il]  pow* 
ers  to  do  fo  when  they  Ihail  fsc  luflfident 
caufc  for  it. 

Even  if  thefe  charters  had  obudoed 
the  laneiion  of  parliament,  it  would  not 
alter  the  cafe  ;  for  the  partiament  itfelf 
can  do  nothing  that  lliall  be  evidently 
hurtful  to  the  date,  nor  can  they  render 
the  power  of  their  fucccllors  Idb  than 
their  own.  Their  judgments  may  have 
been  mifled.  It  is  fit,  tberclorc,  .the/' 
fhould  at  all  times  have  a  power  to  re» 
verfe  their  own  decrees,  that  thus  the 
evils  that  may  arife  from  igiiurance  or 
partiality,  may  be  correded  as,loou  as 
they  arc  perceived*  ^  ,  , 

Nor  was  there,  I  believe,  crer  entcN 
tained  a  doUbt  of  the  fupremc  power  of 
the  king' and  parliament  in  this  rtipcAp 
till  the  prclent  moment  |  and  the  annala 
of  Great  Britain  furnifh  abundant  proofh 
of  the  cjcercife  of  this  power :  fi  rtnuaie*

this  has  been  attempted.  Sonte  of  the 
confeder.Utal  colonies  have  charters  ix- 
prelVly  binding  them  to  pay  fnch  taxes 
as  Ih.ill  be  impviftd  on  tlicm  by  the  Ihi- 
liib  parlian.ent  at  all  limes  :  iilliers  have 
a  power  to  enact  t»ye-laws  ft.r  their  own 
eivd  giiv eminent.  In  all  cafes  where 
thefe  arc  not  inconlillent  ^iLlih  the  of 
G/\i’t  Ihltahi.  I'liis  is  tiie  higheft  e>:- 
*emntion  that  any  of  tlic  colonies  can 
]U)!libly  claim,  and  to  wluit  tloes  it  a- 
inount  ?  Merely  to  this, 'J'hat  the  petty 
legillatois  of  thefe  eiunnumlllcs  lliall  be 
nuthorifed  to  deliberate  with  freedom, 
and  to  enaCt  fnch  laws  as  Iball  feem 
belt  to  them,  in  all  fnch  cafes  as  the  le- 
gillators  of  (beat  Biitain  haNc  not 
thought  proi?iT  to  take  cognizance  of;* 
tail  ill  all  cafes  where  Biitain  lliall  have 
thought  proper  to  enaCt  laws  binding  on 
the  cohmies,  they  are,  by  thi's  elaiife, 
cxprefsly  prohibited  from  inlePmeddiing 
in  any  fort. 

1  .im  fufticier.tly  aware,  that  the  par- 
tifans  for  Amcrica'will  contend  that  this 
is  a  forced  and  unnatural  eonftniCtion  of 
the  meaHinp  of  the  palfage  :  but  let  it  be 
examined  with  ever  fo  iniieh  eiitical  fa- 
gaciiy,  J  lhall  be  furprifed  if  it  can  be 
made  to  bear  any  t>thcr  meaning. 

It  muft  be  obferved,  that  at  the 
time  thefe  charters  were  granted,  there 
was  perhaps  no  law  of  Great  Britain  re- 
laiing  to  the  colonies,  nor  could  it  he 
forefeen  \'  hat  laws  might  be  neceflary 
to  make  ^^ith  re;  rird  to\hcm.  In  thefe 
circumftanees,  it  it  has  any  meaning  at 
all,  it  muft  be  underfttKid  as  a  deelara- 
tioH  that  the  laws  of  Great  Britain, 
whenever  any  ihonld  be  ona;5ttd  with 
yegani  to  the  ectlonies,  fliould  be  fii- 
pi-.  me  and  binding  upon  them,  as  well  as 


every  other  part  of  the  dominions  of  the- 
ftatc. 

And  that  it  was  founderftood  by  both 
the  -colonics  and  mother-country,  ap¬ 
pears  by  the  fubfeiiueut  behaviour  of  all 
parties:  Biitain  at  all  times  made  fueh 
la\v6  as  IliC  law  fit  for  the  colonies,  who, 
will.out  hclitation,  fnbrnitted  to  them  as 
ill  duty  bountf,  until  power  introduced 
a  fpirit  of  independence  among  them, 
"riie  Aniericaiis  themfclves  even  now 
eoufefs  this,  by  acknowledging  that  all 
the  acts  of  the  parliament  of  Britain,  re¬ 
lating  to  the  regulation  of  their  com- 
inerio,  are  binding  upon  them.  TlitTe 
acts  were  made  at  a  time  when  all  par¬ 
ties  had  a  due  fenfe  of  tlicir  jiilt  rights, 
aiul  were  fubmitted  to  as  an  exertion  of 
tlia.  Supreme  controuling  power  refer- 
ved  Iv)  the  '  molhcr-couuli  y  by  tlieir 
cliarlers.  Wc  he  ir  now  of  a  diftindlion 
between  thefe  laws  and  others;  but  no 
foundation  for  that  diftindtion  is  found 
in  their  cliartcrs  thcmfelves.  If  the  Bfi- 
tiiii  laws  relative  to  inavig.ition  are 
binding  on  the  colonies,  why  are  not 
the  lirilllh  laws  relating  to  other  ar¬ 
ticles  ecjually  binding  ?  I  defy  any  one 
to  produce  an  argument  in  favour  of  the 
f.rlt,  either  from  the  charters,  or  any  o- 
ther  claim,  that  is  not  c(i.ualiy  valid  tor 
the  other. 

Had  the  paBage  in  the  cliarter,  fo 
often  mentioned  by  the  favourers  of  A- 
merira,  been. intended  to  excen  the  co- 
lonirts  irom  fubmitting  to  any  laws  that 
were  not  ag'reealde  to  tlicmfelves  (which 
is  tiie  meaning  they  now  wiili  to  make  it 
bearN^  inftead  of  declaring  that  the  Ic- 
giliaturs  of  the  colonies  tliould  be  im- 
powered  to  eiia^f  laws  that  Ihoiild  ^ 
binding  within  their  own  jurifdiiflion  in 
all  cal'e.s,  except  <^jjkcn  incovjjient  with  tbc 
of  Great  Brit ahiy  \i  ought  to  have 
declared,  that  all  laws  of  Great  Britain, 
relating  to  thefe  colonies,  (hoiifd  be  va** 
lid  in  them,  in  as  firas  tbey  vserenot  in* 
conjijient  riviih  the  lazvs  of  each  particular 
colony, — The  meaning  wouM  have  been 
then  diftiniftand  clear,  and  would  have 
ftiewed,  that  although  Britain  made  the 
colonies  fupreme  and  independent  ftates, 
yet  it  was  meant  they  ftiould  keep  »P  * 
friendly  iiitcrcourfe  with  one  another, 
as  long  as  it  fliould  prove  advantageou| 
or  agreeable  to  the  colonifts,  and  wouW 
have  prevented  the  abfurdity  of 
fing  that  a  fovereipn  independent 
fltould  be  under  the  dominion  of 
fove'reign  independent  ftatc— -A  fokciW' 
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>n  politics,  wliich  was  rcfcrvcd  for  the 
wift'  pliilofophers  of  t!ie  eighteenth  cen¬ 
tury  firft  to  adopt  in  a  ferious  manner. 

1  have  been  at  more  pains  in  clearing 
np  this  argument  than  its  owm  inlignifi-  ■ 
canee  Would  feem  to  aulliorife  :  but  as  ' 
it  1ms  been  held  up  to  the  ignorant  ns 
the  great  palladium  of  American  liberty, 
it  becomes  nccelVaTy  leritnifly  in  thefc 
tales  to  refute  abfurdities  themfelve>>. 
'The  ignorant  arc  a[)t:  to  judge  of  tnc 
force  o;  an  argument  by  their  opinion  of 
t’ae  talents  of  tliofe  who  feera  to  adopt 
it.  '^I'hisis  the  only  proper  apology'  that 
can  be  offered  to  the  unprejudiced  for 
dwelling  lb  long  upon  it. 

1  have  hitherto  confined  myfclf  to 
conlider  merely  the  k^a/ity  of  the  mca- 
furcs  purfued  by  Ihitain, — as  this  is  the 
only  circumffance  that  falls  to  be  cbnli- 
dered,  when  we  attempt  to  jiiffify  or 
condemn  thofe  who  are  at  war  with  the 
icgillative  and  executive  powers  of  the 
ftate.  Tiie  or  non -expediency 

of  thefe  meafures  ought  to  be  difeufl'ed 
by  other  means  than  the  fword, — it 
therefore  falls  not  here  to  he  difeufl'ed. 
J.ti-iu  is  the  only  bond  of  union  in  every 
fociety,  aiul  by  it  alone  mult  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  tile  Hate  be  acejuitted  or  condem¬ 
ned  when  he  hath  injured  another. 

The  eolonifls  are  at  war  with  the  fii- 
preinc  rulers  of  Great  Jhitain :  Are 
they,  or  are  they  not  tranfgrefling  the 
laws  of  the  empire  in  fo  doing  ?  'I'liis  is 
t!ie  precife  flate  of  the  qiieftion  ;  the 
anfwer  to  which  mufl  cither  declare 
them,  or  the  legillature  at  large,  rebeisXo 
the  flate;  for  there  is,  in  this  x:afe,  no 
medium.  Jf  the  legiflators  have  exceed¬ 
ed  the  powers  verted  in  them  by  the  cun- 
llitution,  then  th^y  are  rebels  or 
wliich  you  pleafe  to  call  them,  and 
ought  to  be  oppofed  by  every  member  of 
the  community  ;  Ifut  if  they  have  uote*x- 
ceeded  the  powers  verted  in  them  by  the 
eonrtitution,  then  we  mnlt  be  compelled 
to  ae* knowledge,  that  thofe  who  oppofe 
tiieir  decrees  are  rebels^  and  are  juftly  li¬ 
able  to  .all  the  penalties  that  the  l.iw  has 
provided  for  that  crime. 

But  it  does  not  appear  that  the  legif- 
latiire  hath,  in  any  one  inrtance  relatin'^: 
to  America,  alTHmcd  powers  not  fully 
conferred  upon  it  by  the  eonrtitution, 
tlicrcfore  the  infurre^ftion  in  America  is 
a  rebellion  in  the  ftri^eft  fenfe  of  the 
word,  and  ought  to  be  oppofed  by  every 
member  of  the  community. 

J  lerc  I  perceive  it  wijl  be  faid  by  par- 
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tial  reafoners  and  fliort-lighted  politi-  " 
cians,  that  I  plead  the  caufc  of  tyranny, 
and,  afraid  of  the  det  ifion  uf  jultice,  of 
humanity,  and  what  not,  1  retufe  tofub- 
mit  tothcii  tUciflons,  and  ihelter  inyfelf  • 
behind  the  fubtile  harrieis  of  law.  •  It 
w'ill  by  and  bye  appear  how»  far  this  re¬ 
flection  is  well-founded  ;  in  the  mean 
time,  without  regarding  thefc  petulant 
farcafms,  1  purfiic  the  road  of  ftrirt 
impartiality,  without  turning  to  the 
right-hand  or  to  tlu.*  left  for  any  coiiii- 
deralion  w'hatever.  As  a  member  of  .i 
political  fociety,  as  a  judge  of  my  fel- 
low-fubJcL^ts,  1  acknowledge  no  other 
rule  by  which  I  can  detcrrnriTC  but  4i<iu; 
for  w’ere  I  to  make  any  thing  elfe  a  ftaii- 
dard  for  my  decifmn,  I  would  depart 
from  my  own  order  in  fociety,  and  ar¬ 
rogate  to  myfelf  powers  w’ith  W'hich  I 
am  not  inverted.  A  judge  is  only  the 
interpreter  of  the  laws,  and  not  the  ma¬ 
ker  of  them.  Should  he,  fwayed  by  hu¬ 
manity,  or  infinenced  by  auy  other  paf- 
fion,  allow  thofe  to  efcape  jufticc  who 
might  conciliate  his  favour,  he  would  be 
no  longtT  a  judge,  but  legillator  alfo, — 
as  he  would  aATiimc  a  difpenfing  power, 
w  hich  is  rendering  the  laws  of  noncef- 
fed,  and  mull  be  produdivc  (rfUuiinort 
baneful  confeqiicnces  to  fociety. 

.  If  every  fubjci^t  in  a  Itatc  ihoirtd  af. 
fume  to  himfcH'this  <lifepet ionary  power 
in  judging  of  political  nutLeri,  wc  could 
have  no  other  Itandaid  of  right  and 
wrong  than  the  opinion  of  oery  leparate 
perfon  ;  and  as  thefe  would  (k*  coiirtant- 
iy  varying  with  the  intcrerts,  p.ifIionR, 
and  prejudices  of  the  individuals,  no¬ 
thing  but  the  inoft  frightful  anarchy 
would  prevail,  and  the  fccurity  that  the 
fubjed  enjoys  from  the  protection  of  the 
law  s,  would  be  totally  at  an  end. 

Should  the  Americans,  inrtead  of  ap¬ 
pealing  to  the  knowTi  and  eAablirticd

The  great  reform  required  in  the 
gold  coinage  is,  that  the  feveral 
pieces  Ihould  be  eafy  to  count,  didin - 
gniih,  comprehend,  and  as  few  as  pol- 
lible  in  number.  To  be  ready  to  count, 
tlie  pieces  Ihould  be  fuch  as  to  make  up 
large  liims  without  fra(Jiional  parts. 
The  book-accounts  of  debtor  and  cre¬ 
ditor  in  England  are  kept  by  ao  s.  for 
one  pound  ;  therefore  the  gold  coin 
Ihould  be  the  fame,  and  not  ai  s.  The 
guineas  being  current  at  aos.  the  leder 
pieces,  or  aliquot  parts,  Ihould  be  with¬ 
out  parts  of  Icfs  value  than  a  fliilling. 
Thrce-peiices,  lix-pences,  and  nine- 
f)ence6,  caiife  great  confufton  to  many ; 
and  even  the  mod  intelligent  make  fome 
inidakes,  by  mifeounting  the  different 
tVadions  of  the  feveral  aliquot  parts  now 
current. 

The  dandard  coinage  gold  of  England 
eleven  ounces  of  pure  gold,  and  one 
ounce  of  alloy,  troy  weight ;  and  this 
]H»und  troy  of  dandard-gold  is  coined 
into  forty-four  guineas  and  a  half,  each 
guinea  weighing  five  drachms  nine 
grains,  which,  at  3 1.  178.  lOTd-  per 
ounce,  is  worth  near  21s.;  but,  at  4  1. 
the  ounce,  the  guinea  is  worth  2  1.  1 1. 
6  d.  though  it  goes  but  for  2Z  s. 

But  a  pound  troy  of  dandard-gold 
ought  to  be  coined  into  forty-eight 
pounds  or  guineas,  each  weighing  five 
pennyweights,  w’hich,  at  3  1.  17  s.  10 1  d. 
an  ounce,  is  worth  i°y  b.  6  d.  nearly ; 
but,  at  4 1.  an  ounce,  is  worth  ao  s.  ror 
which  it  ought  to  lie  current.  This  will 
prevent  the  melting  it  down,  or  carry¬ 
ing  it  out  of  the  kingdom;  and,'  to 
avoid  too  fn  nl!  or  too  many  pieces  of 
currency,  gi)!d-coin  ought  to  be  coined 
into  theic  pit  <'es,  51;.  10  s.  15  s.  and  tos. 
No  other  j'icces  of  gold-coin  Ihould  be 
current.  This  would  anfwer  all  the 
convenierrics  for  change  that  can  be 
defired ;  for  the  inte  rmediate  pieces  in 
a  pound  are  cafily  made  up  aifd  count- 
d,  with  much  lefs  trouble  than  in  the 
d  pieces  of  ai8f  When  the  pound 


or  gold  piece  of  20  s.  is  worn  fo  as  to 
w'ant  fix  grams,  or  what  the  legiflature 
may  think  proper,  of  five  pennyweights^ 
it  might  be  called  in  by  government, 
without  any  difliirbance  to  the  circula¬ 
tion  of  the  general  currency;  and  the 
fame  to  be  done  with  the  Idler  paces  ; 
by  which  means  our  coinage  will  always 
be  in  good  order. 

The  ftandard  for  filver  is  eleven  ouncea 
two  pennyweights  of  fine  filver,  and 
eighteen  pennyweights  of  alloy.  This 
pound  troy  is  coined  into  62  s.  each 
weighing  nearly  three  pennyweights 
twenty-one  grains  ;  but  if  the  llandard. 
as  in  gold,  was  eleven  ounces  of  pure 
lilvcr,  and  one  of  alloy,  alfo  the  pound 
troy,  coined  into  646.  each  weighing 
three  pennyweights  eighteen  grains,  and 
the  other  pieces  in  proportion,  they 
would  not  be  worth  melting  dowm,  or 
carrying  out  of  the  kingdom,  and  yet 
the  Itandard-filver  would  be  as  good  as 
the  ftandard-filver  of  moft  other  nations. 
The  crowns  iliould  be  Icfs,  and  only  48.; 
the  half-crowns  lefs,  and  only  as. ;  the 
fliilliiigs  and  fixpcnces  may  be  as  uAial. 

The  (Vandard  for  copper  is  fuch,  that 
one  pound  averdupois  of  fine  copper  ie 
ci>ined  into  46  halfpence,  or  aj  d. ;  fo 
that  every  halfpenny  fliould  weigh 
grains,  or  fix  pennyweights  eight  grains; 
but  1  have  weighed  many  new  from  the 
Tower,  and  found  them  to  weigh  from  . 
five  pennyweights  twelve  grains,  to  fix 
pennyw'cights  ten  grains  ;  ib  little  care  - 
is  taken  in  coining  them.  It  is  com¬ 
monly  laid,  that  three  haH^nce  weigh 
an  ounce  averdupois;  but 'then  they 
fliould  w'cigh  but  x46.gr .tins,  or  fix  pen-  . 
nyw'cights  two  grains  each.  The  pre- 
fent  halfpence  being  fo  very  clnmfy,  it 
w'ould  be  neceUary  that  a  pound  troy 
weight  of  pure  copper  fliould  be  coined 
into  43  halfpence  ;  then  they  will  weteh  • 
five  pennyweights  each,  the  weight  of  n 
gold  pound,  or  20  s.  which  will  be  a 
convenient  fize,  and  fufltcicntly  heavy’. 
They  ought  to  be  made  at  e3u6t  in 
weight  as  the  gold  and  filver  coin,  afiil- 
le<l  round  the  edges,  being  as  necefCiry 
for  change  at  gold  or  filver  for  large  pay* 
ments. 

The  weights  of  all  our  preC^  money 
feem  as  if  made  by  chance,  without  any 
thought  or  regixlarity. 

If  any  metal  could  be  found  that  id 
harder  than  the  alloy  now  ufed,  it  would 
be  of  great  ufo  to  prevent  its  wearing  fo 
fidl ;  and  if  t|ie  like  could  be  fcHiod  ta 
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nnx  with  the  copper,  to  m.ikc  it  morf 
liard  or  valuable,  that  its  intrinfic  value 
UKght  In;  C4iial  to  its  currency,  it  would 
be  of  great  utility. 

The  coinage  of  gold,  filvcr,  or  copper, 
ought  to  be  included  in  one  ad:  the 
pains  and  penalties  flionld  be  the  fame 
for  coining  the  gold,  (ilver,  or  copper, 
at  any  other  place  tlian  the  Tower. 
The  practice  of  the  prefent  time  ihews 
the  necellity  of  fuch  an  ad.  It  ouglit 
alfoto  be  ena<iled,  that  no  foreign  coin 
jhor.ld  pafs  in  any  payment,  under  large 
])enalties.  T. 

P.  S.  The  copper -coin  inoiiid  confift 
in  pieces  of  two-pence,  one  peimy,  half¬ 
penny,  and  farthing  ;  or  ratlicr  in  pieces 
of  three-pence,  two-pence,  one  penny, 
and  farthing.

Next  to  found  principles  to  form 
tl»e  i-eligious  and  moral  charader 
^  of  our  poftei  ity,  a  found  education  be¬ 
comes  neceflary  to  enable  them  to  <lo 
their  ftation  and  human  nature  a  credit. 
W^ithout  the  former  the  tuiballafied 
mind  is  foon  drawn  into  the  falhionable 
vortex  of  immorality  and  infidelity  ;  and 
wnthoiit  the  fieady  ray  of  the  latter,  the 
poor  benighted  mortal  blunders  on  thro* 
life  in  ignorance  and  error.  'I'he  fcrvile, 
iinmeritorions  virtues  of  a  heart  thus 
iindffciplined,  arc  the  ( Ifed  of  confiitu- 
tion,  intcrell,  and  convenience ;  and 
every  day’s  fun  <lifcovers  lamentable  in- 
ftances  of  the  folly  and  abfurdity  which 
his  ill-cultivated  head  l>eti*ays  him  into. 

The  care  of  the  former  1  conligu  to 
parents  and  divines;  to  expofe  the  ill- 
judged  negled  of  the  latter  being  my 
lUftincd  fubjed. 

To  do  every  thing  in  the  beft  manner 
wc  can,  is  a  maxim  never  fo  importantly 


obeyed  as  in  the  education  of  youth, 
but  in  no  inflance  fo  dangcroufly  viola¬ 
ted  as  in  the  prefent  fuperficial  mode. 
’Vclafiical  education,  the  foie  bafis  of 
found  Itarning  is,  in  the  prefent  vrife 
age,  iKCome  obfolete  and  unfafhionable; 
whilft  a  Rimfy  one,  refembling  the  gau¬ 
zy  drefs  of  the  ladies,  is  fubftituted  in 
its  place.  Thus  the  fimplicity  of  man¬ 
ners,  and  found  education  of  former 
times,  arc  fnpplanted  by  aftedation  and 
fineering.  The  claffical  mode,  like  the 
thirty- nine  articles,  is  not  to  l>c  altered 
to  the  times,  but  aboHlhed  ;  and  maca¬ 
roni  learning  is  Income  as  much  the  M 
as  macaroni  drefs.  .  •  ’ 

Sound  learning  is  to  the  mind  whal 
robnft  health  is  to  the  body;  and  I 
fl'.ould  fuppofe  few  parents  w-ould  wifti 
to  have  either  the  one  or  the  other  ruin¬ 
ed  by  quackery.'  A  fickly  complexion  is 
as  ill  repaircil  l>y  rouge,  as  an  illiterate 
mind,  and  illiterate  all  originally  are,  by 
a 'fuperficial  education.  Certain  it  is 
that  cmpiricifm  is  not  more  common  in 
phyfic  than  in  learning ;  and,  as  we 
venture  our  health,  fo  d’c  truft  the  edu¬ 
cation  of  our  children  into  the  hands  of 
thofe  whom  we  ihould  be  unw’illing  to 
trull  with  any  thing  clfe. 

The  languages  and  tafte  of  antient 
Greece  and  Rome  have  been  the  adnii-  p 
red  motlels  of  fuccceding  ages ;  and  to 
the  language  of  the  latter  moil  of  the 
puny  tongues  of  Europe  (one  effed  oi 
their  conqueils)  ftand  indebted  for  their 
original.  No  derived  language,  though 
a  living  one,  is  ever  fo  juftly  underftood 
as  by  learning  the  radical  languagc  firom 
whence  it  is  derived.  Thus,  by  learn¬ 
ing  Latin,  which  boails  the  belt  gram¬ 
matical  fyflem,  wc  at  once  not  only 
learn  a  grammatical  theory  for  all  other 
languages,  but  half  attain  all  the  Euro¬ 
pean  languages  originated  from  it. 

•Grammar  is  certainly  more  advanta- 
geoully  learned  in  a  radical  and 
language  than  in  a  derived  and 
one  :  and,  though  we  had  a  perfco 
Englifh  grammar,  which  I  never  hope 
to  fee,  yet  ftill,  to  underftand  the  Ian* 
guage  perfcdly,  as  well  as  grammatic^* 
ly,  we  ilioukl  be  obliged  to  go  to 
root ;  and  one  radical  word  remOibcf' 
ed  often  explains  a  number  of  den^** 
lives.  But,  hefides  grammat^al  ^ 
derivative  knowledge,  the  bittgr  c 
’  ments  of  literature,  it  is  from  t^*^ 
and  ufeful  fources  of  Gre^c  and 
.  that  we  derive  their  admired  mooW/t

thoir  much  alluded  to  mythology,  and 
in  ihort  all  the  elegance  of  tafte  and  rc- 
tincment  of  fentiment,  which  all  the  po- 
iiteft  nations  in  the  w'orld  have  ever  (ince 
been  pn^feHcdly  copying, 

I,ook  into  the  commercial  towns  in 
England,  and  fee  how  fuperficially,  in 
contempt  of  thefe,  the  commercial  peo¬ 
ple  there  moftly  educate  their  fons. 

The  young  tradefman  or  merchant  is 
firft  of  all  put  under  the  care  of  a  miftrefs 
till  he  can  read  Englifti  decently.  After 
this  he  is  difpatched  to  forae  country- 
fcliool,  called  perhaps  by  the  alluring 
ai>pellaticni  of  an  academy,  managed  by 
a  let  of  chailing  empyrics  of  a  very  fu- 
perficial  but  pompous  learning.  I’here 
he  is  to  be  taught  Engfifii  grammatical¬ 
ly,  writing,  accompts,  book-keeping, 
and  navigation,  and  varnilhal  up  night¬ 
ly,  like  goods  for  foreign  fale,  for  the 
eomptef,  the  compting-houfc,pr  (lore. 

For  a  few  years  at  firft  he  is  treafuring 
up  in  his  memory  the  valuable  rules  of 
an  imperfe^Jt  grammatical  theory  imper- 
fe<Jtly  taught.  He  fpclls  long  bead-rolls 
of  long  words,  which,  when  he  comes 
to  write  his  own  thoughts,  he  finds  him- 
fclf  very  little  better  for.  He  at  length 
arrives  at  the  amazing  proficiency  of 
dillinguiihing  the  difi'crcnt  parts  of 
fpeeclf,  and  with  dilTiciilty  makes  a  no¬ 
minative  word  and  a  verb  agree.  There 
he  is  gut  to  his  ne  plus  ultra,  lie  ror- 
reds  a  few  praxes  of  bad  Englilh,  which,, 
when  he  exprefl'es  his  own  thoughts,  he 
neither  fpcaks  nor  writes  the  better 
Englifli  for.  Next  he  U  taught  to  un¬ 
derhand  the  language  he  is  learning.  A 
didionary  is  perpetually  to  be  thumbed 
over,  and  the  fignification  of  the  difficult 
words  jn  his  leflbn  remembered.  His 
next  furnilTies  him  with  more,  and  ever 
will  do,  and  fo  the  Sifyphean  •  toil  ne¬ 
ver  ends. 

During  this  tedious,  uCeltfs  procefs, 
he  is  pra(Jtifing  writing  and  accompts 
the  better  half  of  his  time  :  dancing  and 
drawing,  or,  amongft  other  ill-judged 
attempts,  perhaps  French  comes  in  fi»r 
a  lhare. — IIis  father  wifeh*  fliakes  his 
head,  and  with  equal  wifdom  remarks 
that  all  thefe  are  fine  things,  and  is  in 
raptures  at  the'  arrival  of  every  finiihtd

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copy  or  compting-book,  attended  by  a 
fiiifomc  formal  cpiftlc  from  the  maher.. 
Every  thing,  alas!  appears  fine  to  us 
which  we  do  not  underhand,  when  wr 
hear  it  much  cummendeu,  whether  juft- 
ly  or  irjt.  Mamma,  on  feeing  her  fon 
dance,  thanks  her  (lars  that  he  is  not  a 
fool. — Ah,  parental  prejudice  !  how  ea- 
fily  and  how  grofsly  art  thou  too  often 
impofed  upon  I  A  fine  hand-w'riting,  in 
his  home-direded,  hotne-fpun  letters^ 
is  a  fiifficieut  apology  for  fenfe,  as  fana¬ 
tics  excufe  the  want  of  it  for  cant.  Co¬ 
py-books  and  cotillons  are  vifible  teAi- 
monies  of  improvement ;  whilft  the 
more  important  improvements  of  the 
mind,  becaufe  they,  lie  out  of  fight,  are 
Icfs  regarded.  Hence  it  is  that  moft 
people  fiiew  more  anxiety  to  improve 
the  fingers  and  heels  than  the  head  and 
heart. 

But  we  w’lll  fuppofe  the  young  gentle¬ 
man  to  flay  in  town.  He  muS  be  put’ 
to  the  idle  talk  of  learning  the  Englifir 
grammar  (nothing  ^fc  goes  down)  for 
two  or  three  years  after  he  has  left  his 
miftrefs  :  he  then  learns  now  and  then  a 
(quarter  to  dance,  and  all  the  reft  of  his 
time  is  wifely  divided  betw'ixt  a  writin^- 
fcliool  and  idlcnefs — betwixt  films  m 
arithmetic  and  the  innocent  employment 
of  robbing  orchards,  w’orrying  cals,  or 
drowning  whelps  and  kittens. 

Thus  foimteen  or  fixtecrv  years  of  the 
poor  youth’s  beft  time  arc  fttuandered 
away  to  very  little  purpofc be  fteps 
out  into  life  without  the  ^ound-work 
of  a  found  education ;  neither  fpcaks, 
writes,  nor  thinks  like  a  real  fcholar ; 
can  never  acquit  himfclf  creditably  in 
ingenious  company;  burlefqucs  non^nfir 
with  a  fine  hand-wTiting ;  becomes  ei¬ 
ther  an  infignificant  charader,  or  miicli 
worfe,  and  leads  a  life  either  of  unnleaA- 
ingnefs  or  abfurdity  and  folly. 

But  let  us  fee  if,  by  conducing  thr 
.young  fpark’s  education  in  a  di^rent 
manner,  we  couTd  not  have  employed 
thoie  years  to  more  advantage,  liy  hU 
running  the  gauntlet  of  a  claflical  cdur 
cation,  and  attain  all  the  inferior  quali¬ 
fications  into  the  bargain. 

From  his  miftrefs  let  him  early  be  con- 
figned  to  a  good  clafiic  maftrr.  There 
Tie  will  be  farther  perfedlcd  Fn  readii^ 
Engfiih,  by  liaring  far  a  whBe  an  Engliiu ' 
Icfton  or  two  every  day,  which  will  alia 
make  .in  agreeable  ranety  iu  hisfJitin 
purfuit.4

the  ufually  Ihorter  hours  of  attendance)  l.uigi 
without  any  interruption  to  his  cl.iflics.  Hood 
All  the  arithmetic  and  other  accompts, 
iieceffiry  for  any  purpofe  in  life,  may 
tafily  learned  in  the  fame  manner,  or 
during  vacancies.  When  his  dancing- 
inafter  has  finiflicd  his  pynhic  *  le<5ture, 
where  is  the  harm  in  his  returning  to 
hisclaflic  lelfon  ?

Do  not  let  any  one  think  all  this  In 
the  day,  and  his  excrcife  at  night,  too 
heavy  a  burden.

Young  (as  well  as 
edd)  minds  are  always  the  better  for 
clofe  employment ;  their  relaxations  are 
a  higher  gratification ;  and  they 
thereby  trained  up  for  the  fevcrc  and  af- 
liduous  duties  of  a  future  bufv  life  ;  for 
the  complexion  of  a  man’s  lite,  and  his 
good  or  had  fuccefs  in  it,  often  d 
on  the  diligence  or  indolence  of  his 
youth.

Ilis 
time  and  money  are  much  better  fpeiit 
in  books  to  improve  rationality,  than  in 
ale,  punch,  and  tobacco,  to  befot  and 
Hupily  it.  His  refined  underftanding 
renders  him  ahvays  w’clcomc  (and  even 
fought  for)  company  to  the  ingenious, 
the  fcnfible,  and  good;  and  his  inferiors 
revere  him  for  his  fuperior  fenfe.

ofTices.  Tins  feeling  is  called  gratitude. 

Gratitude  is  one  of  the  moil  plcafing 
cxcrcifcs  of  the  human  mind.  It  pro¬ 
duces  the  warmeft  emotions  in  the  Ibul, 
and  has  the  greateft  tendency  to  Improve 
the  benevolent  affei'tipns. 

It  wavS  gratitude  that  gave  rife  to  thofe 
Auigs  and  poems  which  were  compofed 
in  antient  times  ifi  praife  of  heroes  and 
renowned  warriors. ,  Jt  was  gratitude 
that  prompted  the  .hiftorian  to  record 
tliofe  noble  and  diftinguiibed  anions — 
which  have  gained  their  authors  immor¬ 
tal  fame.  That  inimitaide  fpecimen  of 
antient  poetry,  the  fong  of  Mofes, 
hreathes  in  every  line  the  fublinieft  len- 
timents  of  gratitude  to  God  for  the  dr- 
llverancc  of  the  Ifraelites  out  of  the 
hands  of  the  Egyptians^  How  admira¬ 
bly  do  the  following  verfes  exprefs  the 
overflowings  of  a  grateful  heart  1  . 

“  I  will  ling  unto  the  Lord,  for  he 

*  hath  triumphed  glonoufly :  the  horfe 

*  and  his  rider  hath  he  thrown  into  the 
‘  fea.*» 

And  again,  “  The  Lord  is  a  inan  of 

*  war :  the  Lord  is  his  name.  Who  is 
‘  like  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  amongft  the 

*  gods  ?  Who  is  like  unto  thee  ?  Glon- 

*  ous  in  holituTs,  fearful  in  praifes,  do- 
‘  ing  wonders  !’* 

Let  me  alfo  obferve,  that  the  moft 
exalted  fentiments  of  gratitude  appear 
in  almoll  every  verfe  of  that  animated 
collection  of  poems,  called  the  Book  of 
Pfalms. 

Although  the  exercife  of  gratitude  is 
attended  with  fo  much  pleafure,  yet  it  is 
no  Icfs  plcafing  to  be  the  objects  of  it.  A 
truly  generous  and  benevolent  heart  re¬ 
quires  no  other  return  than  gratitude. 
When  we  refleCt  on  the  gencrofity  of 
Scipio,  in  reftoring  a  fair  captive  to  her 
lover,  in  the  heat  of  youth  and  conqueft^ 
we  arc  ft  ruck  with  admiration  :  and  he 
liimfelf  muft  have  felt  more  exquifite 
plcafiirc  from  this  aCt  of  gencrofitv  than 
all  the  Joys  he  could  have  reaped  from 
the  polIelTion  of  her  injured  perfon. 

A  grateful  man  will  lofc  no  opportu¬ 
nity  of  rendering  all  the  fcrvicc  he  can 
to  his  benefactor.  We  hare  a  remark¬ 
able  inftance  of  this  in  the  well  known 
ftory  of  Erlkinc  and  Freeport.  ThCT 
were  both  fchool -fellows.  Erfkine  in 
terwards  faved  Freepoit*8  life,  for  an  ad 


of  generoftty  the  latter  had  done  him 
when  at  fchuol. 

.  There  are  very  fe\y,’  even  the  greateft 
favages,  w  ho  do  not  difeover  fome  marks 
of  gratitude  when  they  have  received 
any  favours.  There  arc  fome  traces  of 
this  noble  affeClion  to  be  ohferved  in 
fome  of  the  higher  orders  of  the  brute 
creation.  There  is  no  animal  that  pof- 
felFes  more  eminent  qualities  than  the 
elephant.  They  feem  to  aCt  in  concert 
with  one  another.  They  arc  capable  of 
{gratitude  to  man,  and  ferve  him  with 
hdclity.— ‘The  dog  alfo  difeovers  the 
greateft  attachment  to  his  mafter.  He 
is  even  more  conftant  in  his  alfeClions 
than  man  himfelf.  Jtiftly  then  may  w’C 
conlidcr  a  human  being  without  grati¬ 
tude  as  a  monftcr  in  nature. 

^  Such  was  Jugurtha;  a  character  which 
WT  cannot  view'  without  the  utmoft  dc- 
feftation  and  abhorrence.  The  good 
old  king  Micipfa  took  Jugurtha  into  his 
family  when  young,  educated  him  along 
with  his  own  two  tons,  and  on  his  death¬ 
bed  recommended  them  to  his  care  and 
protection  in  the  w'armcft  manner,  as  he 
was  fiipcrior  both  in  years  ao'd  wifdom, 
and  gave  him  a  third  p.irt  of  his  king¬ 
dom  :  But  the  ungrateful  villain  foon 
threw  off  the  malk.  He  put  the  young- 
eft  of  the  two  brothers  to  death,  and  o- 
bligcd  the  eldeft  to  fly  to  Rome  for  pro¬ 
tection'.  By  thefe  means  he  drew  on 
himfelf  the  indignation  of  the  Roman 
people,  and  met  at  lait  with  that  fate  his 
ingratitude  fo  juftly  deferved. 

If  gratitude  is  a  common  tribute  due 
to  a  benefactor,  how  much  more  to  the 
great  Author  of  the  nni verfe,  to  whom 
w’c  arc  indebted  for  every  blefting  we 
enjoy  here  ?  and  if  the  exercife  of  it  to 
our  fclloW-crcatUfes  is  attended  with 
pleafure,  it  muft  produce  the  moft  refi¬ 
ned  pleafure  when  '  employed  oh  this 
exalted  objeCt  of  gratitude. 

Ingratitude  theif,  it  is  evideht,  muft 
appear  detcftable  in  the  eyes  both  of 
Om  and  man.  The  Jews  are  a  melar« 
choly  inftance  of  the  effeids  of  God’s 
wrath  and  indigDition  upon  a  whole  na* 
tioD  for  tiKir  ingratitude^ 

They  wkre  once  lughly  favoured  by* 
Of4»  dignified  with  the  appellation 
of  his  own  peculiar  people.  Under  bis 
protedioD  tb^  fooo  grew  a  happy  and 
powerful  nation.  But  where  are  they 
how  ?  Judea  knows  them  no  more.  For 
thek  obftinaqr  and  ingratitude  to  that 
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God  who  always  prote(f^eil  tbcm>  they 
arc  difpL'ifed  ihrougli  the  earth  withsut 
any  fixed  place  of  abode — are  branded 
every  wlicrc  with  marks  of  infamy  and 
contempt ;  yet  they  ftill  continue  a  na¬ 
tion.-  This  Ihoiild  be  a  wart'.ing  to  other 
nations  to  avoid  the  fame  dreadful  fate. 

We  have  rCDfon  to  t  xpi  cfs  the  warm- 
eft  gratitude  to  the  wife  Difpofer  of  all 
things  for  the  liappintfs  and  freedom 
which  this  nation  enjoys.  Klelled  with 
a  conftitutioii  at  once  the  eiuy  and  ad¬ 
miration  of  the  world,  w  e  enjoy  liberty, 
l>oth  religious  aiul  c'vil,  in  their  full  ex¬ 
tent ;  aiid  that  thefe  blefiings  may  re¬ 
main  inviolable  to  remote!!  pofterity,  is 
the*  fincere  wiib  t»f  A r adf m  i c v s.

T  ''IIE  juft  efteem  which  Dr  Trice  hath 
JL  acquired  through  a  lerics  of  years 
among  men  of  nniUrftandbig,  religion, 
and  literature,  and  recently  in  the  poli¬ 
tical  worhl,  is  a  I'ulTicient  apolt'gy  for 
the  following  Ikctch.  Ikiides,  by  ha¬ 
ving  befoje  us  the  principles  of  men  of 
pri)bily,  inforced  by  cxnntpUy  wc  may  be 
.animated  to  embrace  and  copy  them,  as 
well  a,-  at  the  fame  time  pay  tiie  jiilt  tii- 
bute  to  their  private  and  public  \ii  tues. 
Indeed,  on  many  accounts,  it  is  a  more 
difiicult  taik  to  give  the  world  a  proper 
aiew  and  idea  of  the  li\ing,  than  of 
thofe  who  have  quitted  the  prefent  feene 
of  adion.  Such  who  are  ftrangers  to  the 
perfon’s  incomjxirable  worth,  may  fuf- 
pe^t  the  w'ritcr  i)f  flattery — and  proba¬ 
bly  the  friend  to  w’hom  that  n  fpejJr  is 
paid,  inftcad  of  being  pleafed  witli,  may 
difapprove  of  it.  However,  as  many 
partiziin^  have  withoiii  caufe  railed  and 
traduced,  Dr  Price  muft  cxcufe  a  tViend 
in  giving  to  the  public,  not  a  panegyric, 
but  a  cburahler  well  known  by  all  wlio 
have  the  happinefs  to  rank  with  his  ac- 
cjUaintancc. 

Not  to  enter  into  particulars  of  the 
doctor’s  refpcdfable  defeent  and  connec¬ 
tions,  his  uncle  was  an  eminent’ diflent- 
ing  minifter  in  London,  the  celebrated 
Dr  Watts*  intimate  friend,  worthy  af- 
tfiftant,  and,  tor  a  number  of  years,  joint 
paftor  with  him.  The  do^or  early  de^ 
voted  hlmfeh’  to  the  fame  caufe  and  la¬ 
bours,  and,  from  the  beginning  of  his 

iblic  fervirc  as  a  minifter,  hath  been 
.igljy  cftccmcd.  ills  foUd  judgment 


and  literary  abilities  are  conrpiciioiiP, 
both  in  his  difcoiirfcs  from  the  pulpit 
and  in  his  works ;  particularly  in  his 
“  Review'  of  the  principal  queftions  and 
difticnlties  in  Morals,”  and  hisdiirerta- 
tion  on  “  The  importance  of  Chriftiani- 
ty,  the  nature  ofhiftorical  evidence,  and 
miracles.”  His  other  diftertatiohs  “  on 
Proxidcnce,  Prayer,  &c.”  difplay  his  re¬ 
gard  to  practical  religion,  and  the  be¬ 
nign  inHueuce  it  hath  on  hir,  own  mind 
and  pradtice.  His  curious  “  Obferva- 
tions  on  Keveitionary  payments.  Life 
Annuities,  and  political  Arithmetic,” 
and  his  “  Complete  fet  of  Tables,” 
IIkwv  that  he  hath  fiiffered  nothing  ufe- 
fu)  In  fcience  to  cfcape  him. 

For  1  is  communications  of  nfeRil  pa¬ 
pers,  and  his  diftinguilbed  abilities,  he 
w’as  eledled  a  fellow'  of  the  royal  fociety  ; 
and  feveral  of  the  moft  refpedtable  and 
learneil  in  the  kingdom  have  courted  his 
acquaintance,  and  now  rejoice  in  his 
con  efpondtnce  and  fi  iendihip.  In  brief,* 
all  who  know'  him  can  bear  witnefs  to 
his  open  temper,  his  chearful  and  in- 
ftrudlivc  converfation,  his  candour  in 
controverfy,  his  mceknefs,  affability  and 
humanity.  Some  have  thought  an  cx- 
cefs  of  modefty  and  diffidence  to  have 
been  a  fmall  alloy  to  thofe  excellent  (jua- 
Ihics.  His  love  of  quiet,  and  unw’illing- 
nefs  to  give  otfence  to  any  man,  is  truly 
delineated  in  his  late  Obfervations  on 
LI!»erty  :  “  I  offer  them  to  the  public 
with  reludlance  and  pain,  urged  by' 
ftrong  feelings,  but  at  the  fame  time 
cliecked  by  the  confeioufnefs  that  I  am 
likely  to  deliver  fentiments  not  favour- 
.able  to  the  prefent  meafures  of  that  go- 
vemnwiit  under  which  I  live,  and  to 
w’hicli  1  am  a  conftant  and  zealous  w'cH- 
wift)cr.” 

I'he  dodtor  is  in  the  firft  rank  amon|^ 
his  brethren  in  the  niiniftry :  they  r:rc 
witnelfes  to  his  clearnefs  or  judgmeiitf 
folid  reafoning,  firmnefs  of  mind,  and 
integrity.  On  their  late  application  to 
parliament  for  a  more  extciifive  tolera¬ 
tion,  as  the  committee  for  eondudlin^  It 
departed  from  the  general  and  firft  prin¬ 
ciple  of-  the  Proteftant  difTcntcrs,  the 
dodtor,  though  one  of  them,  wnthfti^^ 
them  in  the  body,  and  divided  with 
thofe  minifters  who  w'crc  agaiftft  any  tw 
of  a  religions  nature  as  the  condition  of 
enjoying  the  protedlion  of  the  magiftrat^ 
He  repeatedly  infifted  that  the  rrikr 
prayed  for  in  the  bill  ought  to  include 
not  merely  fomc,  but  all  hi^  brcthreoi 
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by  the  repeal  of  the  penal  laws  againft 
tluia,  on  tlicir  giving  fuch  civil  fecurity 
to  goveriirneiit  as  is  required  of  other 
fubjeds. 

'rile  dodor*s  political  pamphlets, ‘‘An 
Apjieal  to  the  Public  on  the  Suhjed  of 
the  National  Debt,*'  and  his  “  Obler- 
vations  on  Liberty,  and  the  jufticc  and 
policy  of  the  war  with  America,"  have 
brought  him  more  on  the  public  Itage 
than  he  either  expeifted  or  defired. 
“Asa  member  of  fociety,  he  only  took 
that  liberty  of  examining  public  mea- 
fures,  which,  happily  for  this  kingdom, 
every  perfon  in  it  enjoys’*  at  prefent — 
and  this  he  would  not  have  done,  but 
he  faw  “  the  prefent  peritid  big  with 
events  of  the  laft  confequcnce  to  his 
country.”  His  enemies  (if  he  can  have 
any)  mult  confefs  that  he  hath  not  writ¬ 
ten  as  a  partiian  ;  and  all  who  have  the 
honour  of  his  acquaintance  know  his 
good  intentions,  and  that  he  is  uncon- 
nedted  with  any  party — “  If  lerving  cf- 
fentially  (fays  he)  this  country,  as  well 
as  America,  by  putting  the  national 
debt  into  a  fixed  courfe  of  payment — 
by  fuhjecding  to  new  regulations  the  ad- 
miniftration  of  the  finances — and  efta- 
blilhing  meafures  for  exterminating  cor¬ 
ruption,  and  reftoring  the  conftitution — 
if  this  is  not  to  be  the  confequence  of 
any  future  changes  in  the  miniftry,  and 
the  fyftem  of  corruption,  lately  fo  much 
improved,  is  to  go  on  ;  I  think  it  totally 
iiidifierent  to  the  kingdom  who  arc  in 
or  who  arc  out  of  power. 

Perhaps  no  publication  hath  produced 
fuch  a  number  of  pamphlets,  by  way  of 
anfvver,  as  the  dodtor's  Obfcrv’ations,  or 
more  unmerited  abufe,  imlefs  we  muft 
except  ihe  late  biihop  lioadlcy’s  excel¬ 
lent  fci  mon  on  the  Kingdom  of  Chriil. 
But  the  public  and  his  opponents  would 
do  well  to  confider  and  copy  the  cha¬ 
racter  of  Dr  IVice,  as  drawn  laft  year  by 
a  hu’y,  who  ranks  with  his  friends,  is 
Well  known  among  the  literati  through 
the  kingdom,  and  cannot  be  fufpedfed 
cither  of  party  or  flattery  *. 

Whilft  the  vain  man  is  painfully 
fi riving  to  out/hinc  all’  the  company, 
and  to  attradi  their  admiration  by  fidfe 
wit,  forced  compliments,  and  ftudied 
graces,  he  muft  furely  be  mortified  to 
obferve  how  conftantlf  SimpiUhu  enr 
gages  tlicir  attention,  refped,  anil  com* 
placcncy,  without  having  once  though! 

•  ifr/.Chapaoe, 
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of  himfelf  as  a  perfon  of  any  confequcnce 
amongit  them.  Simplicius  imparts  hit 
fuperior  knowletlge,  whqp  called  upon, 
as  eafily  and  naturally  at  he  would  tell 
you  w'hat  it  is  o’clock ;  and,  with  tlie 
fame  readinefs  and  good  will,  informs 
the  moft  ignorant,  or  confers  with  the 
moll  learned.  He  is  as  willing  to  receive 
information  as  to  give  it,  and  to  join  the 
company,  as  far  as  he  is  able,  in  the  moft 
trifling  converfatiori  into  which  they 
happen  to  fall,  as  in  the  moft  ferious  and 
fublime.  If  he  difputes,  it  is  with  at 
much  candour  on  the  moft  important 
and  interefting  as  on  the  moft  infignifi- 
cant  fubjedts  ;  and  he  is  not  kfs  patient 
ill  hearing  than  in  aiiiwering  his  antago- 
nift.  If  yon  talk  to  him  of  himfelf,  or 
of  his  works,  he  accepts  praife,  or  ac- 
'  knowledges  detedts,  with  equal  mcek- 
nefs  ;  and  it  is  impi'ifible  to  fufpedt  him 
of  affcdlation  in  eitJier.  We  are  more 
obliged  and  gratified  by  the  plain  and 
unexaggerated  expreflions  of  his  regard 
than  by  the  compliments  and  attentions 
of  the  moft  accompli Ihed  pattern  of  high 
breeding,  bccaufe  his  benevolence  and 
fincerity  are  fo  ftrongly  marked  in  every 
look,  word,  and  adlion,  that  we  are 
convinced  his  civilities  are  oftered  for 
our  fakes,  not  for  his  own,  and  arc  'the 
natural  effedts  of  real  kindnefs,  not  the 
ftudied  ornaments  of  behaviour.  Every 
one  is  dcfiious  to  fliew  him  kindnefs  in 
return,  which  wc  know  w'ill  be  accepted 
juft  as  it  is  meant.  All  are  ready  to  pay 
him  that  deference  which  he  does  not 
delire,  and  to  give  him  credit  for  more 
than  he  aflumes,  or  even  more  than  he 
poirclTes.  With  a  perfon  ungraceful, 
and  with  manners  unpoliflicd  by  th^ 
world,  his  behaviour  is*  always  proper, 
eafy,  and  refpcdl.ib!c — as  fire  from  con- 
ftraint  and  fervility  m  the  higheft  com¬ 
pany,  ‘as  from  haii^htincfs  and  iniblencc 
111  the  loweft.  His  dignity  ariiea  from 
his  humility  ;  and  the  fwciftncfi,  gentle* 
nefs,  and  frnnknefi  of  hit  mannera,  froin 
the  real  goodneft  and  redHtude  of  hie 
heart,  which  lies  open  to  inipedtioa  la 
all  the  fearleflheft  of  truth,  without  any 
Deed  of  difguile  or  orosmeot."'

a  die! — fupercilious  to  thofe  who  arc 
dependent  ujion  his  fmiks,  himfelf  a 
fi  ranger  to  the  independency  of  a  man  ! 
— deftitutc  of  every  moral  excellence, 
but  vain  of  his  manifold  titles  and  trap¬ 
pings  of  pre-eminence  ? — ridicnling  the 
rigid  refVraintA  of  virtue  and  religion, 
and  tom  afnndcr  by  the  conteft  of  irre- 
gu!.ir  palTion,  or  coiTodcd  with  dUcafes 
generated  by  criminal  excels  V*

All  men,  in  general,  profefs  a  p.if. 

fion  for  truth,  and-  declare  thetn- 
felvcs  vtry  unwilling  to  be  mifiaken; 
and  yet  it  is  very  certain,  that  in  many 
things  our  pic.ifiirc  is  owing  to  falfir  opi¬ 
nion,  and  that  a  great  part  of  the  fatis- 
faction  and  entertainment  of  our  lives  it 
founded  on  miitakes. 

In  the  judgment  W’c  make  of  ourfelves, 
we  lave  a  principle  of  fclf-lovc  always 
prefept  with  us,  that  very  eafily  impo^ 
oa  us  ;  fo  that  wc  arc  not  only  in  danger 
of  being  <leccived  by  others,  but  are 
very  often  deceived  by  oiirfelves,  and  do 
not  know  it.  One  would  think  wt 
fiiould  be  better  acquainted  with  our 
own  Jiorne  than  with  our  neighbour's; 
and  yet,  if  men  made  but  as  true  a 
judgment  upon  thcmfelvcs,  as  tlu'y  do 
fon*eti:nes  cn  their  acquaintance,  the 
greateft  part  of  us  would  be  rcry  un- 
tafy.

tions  for  a  retreat ;  a  few  ihots  being 
exchanged,  the  line  marched  forward, 
and  the. plains  w^erc  foon  cleared  •  of 
thofc  plunderers;  all  their  artillery;  wi/ 
litary  /tores,  fcaling  ladders,'  p^rdf, 
SiC,  See.  were  abandoned.

“  For  three  months  after,  they  con¬ 
fined  their  operations  to  the  preventing 
all  fupplies  from  coming  to  town,  and 
in  burning  our  ftiburbs  and  fhipping ; 
the  latter  have  almoft  all  efcaped,  but 
the  greatefl  part  of  the  fuburbs  of  St 
Uo«iue  and  St  John  have  been  burnt ; 
the  remainder  was  brought  itrto  town 
for  fuel,  which  was  much  wanted. 

“  The  beginning  of  February,  the  re¬ 
bels  again  attempted  -to  enter  into  a 
•corrcfpondenc^  by  a  flag  of  truce,  en¬ 
couraged  to  it,  I  fuppofc,  by  a  permif- 
fion  granted  for  the  prifoners'  baggage 
to  enter  the  town  ;  biit  as  they  were 
told  immediately  to  withdraw,  iinlefs 
they  came  to  implore  the  king’s  mercy, 
they  have  not  fince  returned. 

“  March  the  25th,  the  advance  guard 
of  a  party,  mifed  by  Mr  Beaujeau  to  re- 
lievr  the  town,  was  defeated,  the  reft 
difperfed.

“  The  4th  of  April,  Ihe  rebels  opened 
a  batter)’  of  four  ,guns,  and  one  howit¬ 
zer  from  the  oppofite  fide  of  the  river 
St  Laurence;  and,  the  aid,  another  of 
two  guns  and  one  howitzer  from  the  op- 
pofitc  fide  of  the  river  St  Charles-: 
Thefe  were  alfo  intended  to  bum  the 
town  and  (hipping.

The  ft3d  they  at¬ 
tempted  throwing  fame  (hells  into  town 
from  a  battery  on  the  heights  oppofite  to 
port  St  Louis :  all  thefe  batteries  were 
much  damaged  by  our  artillery. 

“  May  the  3d,  about  ten  at  night,  a 
flrc-fliip  attempted  to  ride  into  the-Cul- 
de-Sac,  where  the  greateft  part  of  our 
Shipping  w.cre  laid  op ;  but  this  alfo 
proved  abortive,  and  (be  burned  to  the 
water’s  edge,  without  doing  us  the  lead 
injury  :  It  i$,fappofed  they  intended  a 
general  afTault,  had  they  fiiccecded  in 
letting  fire  to  the  (hips  and  lower  town.

a  violent  gale  .at  N.  W.  .lurl  fb  continued 
all  day  on  Wednefday,  during  which 
time  w’e  luad  not  any  certain  informa¬ 
tion  where  the  reflels  were.  On  Thnrf- 
day  there  was  a  light  breeze  up  the 
bay  ;  about  two  o’clock  the  veflels  hove 
ih  light,  and  at  half  part  three  came  op- 
pofite  this  city  with  fome  prizes,  and 
itood  up  the  hay.  OIK  the  mouth  of 
this  harbour  tiuy  burnt  a  lhallop  loaded 
with  oats,  and  in  the  evening  anchored 
near  the  mouth  of  Potapfeo.  On  Fri¬ 
day  night  we  received  intelligence  that 
tlie  vcifels  were  the  Otter  Hoop  of  wai* 
ami  tenders  ;  and  the  general  opinion 
was  confirmed,  th,it  they  were  going  to 
Baltimore  to  lake  or  dcllroy  the  Ihib 
Defence. 

“  On  Saturday  night  we  expe<5ied  to 
hear  of  an  engagement,  and  the  rather, 
as  at  Baltimore  the  celerity  of  their 
movements  exceeded  expedlation  t  the 
Defence  Iwing  got  ready  on  Friday 
night,  towed  down  the  river,  manned 
with  a  number  of  brave  fellows,  all  of 
whom  Were  Americans  in  their  liearts, 
and  moft  of  them  by  birth  ;  fevcral  fmall 
velUls  attended,  crouded  with  men  to 
.alUB  in  cafe  of  an  engagement,  which 
in  all  probability  would  have  been  a 
bloody  one* 

“  Capt.  Nicholfon  got  under  way 
early  on  Saturday  morning,  refolved  to 
retake  Hudfon's  Ihip  (a  large  vcHd  the 
Otter  had  made  prize  of  loaded  with 
wheat  and  Hour),  and  p*  engage  the  Ot¬ 
ter  if  Hie  moved  to  alfift  the  tenders, 
which  guarded  the  prize  ;  the  morning 
was  thick  and  hazy,  and  the  Defence 
got  nearer  to  them  than  was  cxpedt,ij, 
before  they  difeovered  her  bearing  down 
upon  them  ;  Thofc  on  board  the  ten¬ 
ders  appeared  much  alarmed,  and  pufh- 
ed  oH'with  precipitation,  and,  on  a  fignal 
given,  more  hands  were  fent  by  the  Ot¬ 
ter  to  aflift  in  towing  them  off,  which 
was  eJfe^led  with  difficulty  ;  thfee  or 
four  fmall  prize  vefTcli  were  abandoned, 
Ufules'  Hudfim's  fliip. 

“  The  Defence,  having  manned  the 
pi  i/e,  ami  .  feeing  the  Otter  W'  liiJder 
way,  clued  up  her  courfet,  and  prepared 
for  battle,  expelling  her  to  come  up7 
lint  the  Otter,  having  lain ‘  about  two 
hours,  as  if  wanting  capt.  Nicholfon'  to 
comk  down,  at  length  bore  away,  and, 
in  the  aj^ernoon,  ^amc  to  anchor  off 
port:  Capt.  Nicholfon  continued  bM 
ftation  for  lume  time,  ar.d,  having  per« 
F  f  t  1 
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formed  this  gnllAiit  action,  returned 
tvith  the  prizes  to  Baltimore. 

“  On  Siiiuhiy,  the  Otter  (loop,  and 
her  tenders,  made  fail,  aiu!  went  down 
the  Bay,  having  reftored  feveral  pri- 
I'oners  taken  in  a  velTel  in  the  mouth  of 
Potapfeo.” 

P/jilaJripl'iiU  yi/’ri!  6.  “  Four  new 

privateers,  from  to  all  gvins  eaeh,  are 
jud  fitted  out  here  ;  iltey  are  eoinpleatly 
manned,  and  will  in  a  few  days  fail  on  a 
cnii/.e  to  intereejU  the  tr.uifpoits  ex- 
pecUd  to  arrive  in  America  from  Faig- 
land.  ^'ederday  two  fifops  from  Cura- 
^oa,  laden  wit’a  povv\!er  and  warlike 
llores,  arrived  fafe  in  thi'^  poil,  aiul  pn'- 
eeeded  immediately  tv>  haul  tiieir  car¬ 
goes.  I'hey  were  ehnetd  tlicir  paf- 
tage  In'  an  I'ligliili  frig. ‘e,  l.ich  wa  . 
once  fo  near  one  of  tl. ein,  if*ai  i!ie  hred 
a  liow-ehace  gun  at  her,  and  killeil  a 
negro  man  who  was  at  tlie  hi  Im,  hut 
the  wind  dying  away,  ami  dark  night 
Coining  on. t’le  11  ).)-»s  altered  tlicir  courfe, 
when  the  kiug’u  thip  loll  fight  of  them. 

“  We  are  infin  ined,  by  a  gentleman 
from  Rhode-illand,  that  tlie  Slurdv  Reg - 
gar,  a  prixateei  of  i6  guns,  commanded 
by  Siino:;  Rrown,  had  taken  three  tranf- 
port'i  from  Knglr.i.d  laden  w’itfi  porter, 
provifions,  ammur  ilion,  and  jeoes.” 

Philadt/phiiit  elp/v/  7.  “  ^'eflcrday 

arrived  in  this  pviit  the  General  Wolfe, 
capt.  Dyer,  of  eighteen  guns,  together 
with  five  velfels  l.nleii  with  .iniHUinition 
a'ld  fire-arms,  which  die  co'uoyed  from 
Cape  Niehola  Mole.  In  tiuir  pallage 
they  fell  in  with  an  armed  brigantine  in 
the  fervice  of  gove  nment,  which  came 
from  Antigua.  She  attempted  to  make 
jmi/es  of  the  finall  velieis  ;  but  capt. 
Dyer  ran  along  fide  of  he  r,  when  a  fm.trt 
engagement  enfued,  which  lielkd  fon  c- 
thing  longer  than  two  glalfcs,  when  tla‘ 
brigandne,  being  very  much  dam  igeil 
in  her  malls  and  rigging,  Ihecrcd  olT'. 
During  the  above  action,  the  brigantine 
.ittcropted  twice  to  board  the  General 
Wolfe,  but  was  repulfed  each  time  with 
j  reat  l».)fs.  We  have  two  new  privateers 
al  this  port,  which  will  fail  in  a  few 
eays  v*  i  a  cruize.” 

PhiladflphtCj  April  14.  “A  Spanifli 
iliip  of  war  of  twenty  guns  is  nnivivl  at 
this  port  from  Cadi/.  Tfiere  came  e>vcr 
in  the  above  velfel,  four  American  mer- 
(4»anls,  who  had  been  at  Madrid  to  re- 
g(>ci'rtc  :,>mi*  bulnufs  of  importance; 
but  wha;  fiiceefs  they  have  met  with  we 
c-arot  tell.  I'he  Spanith  captain  is 
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gone  to  p.iy  a  vitVt  to  the  congrefs,  froth 
w  hence  he  propofes  to  go  to  Cambrielgc, 
wliere  there  are  officers  of  dillindlion  of 
ditlereiit  natiems,  to  take  a  view  of  the 
provincial  army.  The  officers  con'.c  on 
ihorc  every  day,  and  are  received  wltU, 
every  mark  of  refped  by  tiie  principal 
inhabitants  here.’*

“  iMy  lr.lt  was  from  Xantalkct  Road» 
on  our  leaving  Boflon.  Our  ve)yagc  hi¬ 
ther  w.-is  the  moft  dilagreeable  I  ever 
had,  as  yon  may  weH  fuppofe,  when  i 
toil  you  that  w’e  were  a  month  from 
leasing  the  road  to  ©ur  arrival  in  this 
harlKvar,  which  is  one  of  the  fined  per¬ 
haps  in  the  whole*  world.  The  wind 
wa;,  for  the  mult  part,  againd  us,  but 
llic  fogs  that  prevailed  on  this  coail 
were  our  greated  hindrance.  Some¬ 
times  we  were  jud  olf  tlie  harbour’s 
mouth,  when  the  fogs  came  on,  then 
i’nmidiately  about  lljip  and.  dand  to' 
i..i,  jxrhaps  not  able  to  fee  the  Ohp’s 
length,  fo  that  vve  were  obliged  to  ring 
tlie  l>ell  and  keep  a  loud  noife,  to  pre¬ 
vent  any  of  the  fleet  falling  foul  of  us ; 
at  length  we  gt>t  into  the  harbour,  all 
except  about  four  fail,  w  ho  have  come 
in  fince,  and,  confulering  everything,  I 
think  it  is  a  miracle  w  e  have  heard  of  no 
loi's. — A  great  many  of  the  troops  were 
i  TV.  rued  lately  difembarked,  who  have  be.- 
gun  to  repair  and  fortify  the  works,  and 
put  tliem  ill  the  bed  podure.  1  have  not 
yet  been  afliore,  on  account  of  a  hurt  I 
received  in  my  leg,  w  hen  one  of  the 
fogs  came  on,  by  running  fourof  one  of 
the  guns,  for  it  w’as  fo  dark,  though  the 
middle  of  the  day,  that  I  could  hardly 
fee  my  hand  before  me.  They  tell  me 
that  the  fogs  here  lad  two  thirds  of  the 
year.  We  are  tolerably  well  off,  having 
had  frefli  beef  fent  on  board  us  fince  we 
arrived,  though  they  tell  me  it  is  very 
fearcc  to  wliat  it  ufed  to  be,  as  it  lias 
been  fold  for  three-halfpence  a-pound. 

1  do  not  hear  w’hether  we  are  to  day 
here  long,  or  proceed  foon  to  any  rthcr 
place,  the  general  being  very  clofc  in  all 
his  adairs.  The  people  here  arc  glad 
we  arc  come;  and,  I  affurc  you,  we  are 
as  glad  as  they,  having  been  obligtd  ^ 
keep  a  good  look-out,  and  row  gnaixj 
every  night  in  Bodoa  harlwur.  I  fhal* 
take  every  opportunity  to  fend  yo® 
w  hat  news  we  have,  though  we  know 
very  little  belidcs  what”  concerns  onr* 
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Selves,  unUfs  by  cliance  they  bring  in  a 
pii/.c/* 

Mxiru^  of  a  h  tttr  from  ^trhecy  May  14. 

“  It  is  now  with  pleal'ure  (owing  to 
the  miraculbus  interpofition  of  Divine 
Providence)  that  1  am  enabled  to  iiihn  in 
you  of  my  welfare,  after  the  fatigues  of 
a  winter  not  to  l>e  paralellod  in  hiftory; 
•having,  in  conjundion  witb  my  fellow- 
citizens,  fuilained  A  blockade  and  liege 
witli  a  firmnefs  equal  to  the  greateft  he¬ 
roes,  from  the  14th  of  November  to 
the  6th  of  tlic  prefent  M».y,  the  day  of

'J'heir  neighbours  liave  exirtcd  ihern- 
felves  in  giving  them  afliftance,  particu¬ 
larly  the-  Ahubey.s  of  Trois  rontaincs, 
J.indeurcs,  land  S.  lloil,  the  fiipcriori 
of  whieh  have  given  the  moll  lively 
proofs  cf  their  clianty;  and  the  prieft«, 
copying  their  example,  have  divided 
their  clothes  with  the  unfortunates,  to 
the  number  of  five  hundred,  who  are 
daily  maintained  hy  them.  All  their 
poultry,  with  five  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  head  of  cattle,  which  .formed  .the  ^ 
riches  of  the  village,  are  dcAroyed  ,irid  fl 
the  territory  around  laid  wafte.’*  I

went  and  demanded  them  to  be  deliver¬ 
ed  up  to  him  ;  but  the  commaiulcr  of 
aM:"Ttir.ico  fort  ordered  him  to  liepart, 
<‘ir*-  Ik*  would  detain  him  and  his  crew. 
Tlie  capt.ain  immediately  failed  here, 
Mul  informed  the  atlmirnl,  who  ac¬ 
quainted  him  that  he  fiionid  have  ftood 
mil  .a  few  leagues  to  Tea,  and  waited  for 
t!u*  above  veiTcls  coming  out  of  port, 
aiu!  tlicn  hnye  made  prizes  of  them.” 

By  tome  fredt  advices  from  (Quebec, 
we  are  infonned,  that  vaB  numbers  of 
Canadians,  rrench  and  EngliPi,  have 
already  flocked  to  the  royal  llandard, 
which  gen.  Carlelon  had  ordered  to  be 
fet  up,  after  t!ie  retreat  of  the  provin¬ 
cials. — And  the  Canadians  haiing  fulVc- 
red  fo  much  from  the  provincials,  from 
burning  the  tubuib.^  of  Ouebci,  and 
comrniiting  oth.er  irreguiavitie'-',  fomeof 
the  religio-.is  kind,  Huy  fct*n  eager  to 
make  ample  rej'rifals. 

It  is  faiil  that  a  letter  rcce  ved  from 
Quebec  gives  an  account,  tiiatthe  rebels

few  leagues  from  tliat  place  ;  and  that 
They  ?ae  in  daily  fvpi^.ation  of  a  rein¬ 
forcement  from  gen.  Wafliirgio'rs  ar¬ 
my. 

1  he  route  rf  t!ic  f'^rrer  when  they  are 
a'l  3flT  mb!e<i  at  Quebto  (and  lluir  nuni- 
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her,  it  is  faid,  will  be  upwards  of  ten 
thoufand),  wail  moll  certainly  be  up  th^ 
river  8t  i^anrence,  to  attack  and  retake 
the  forts  of  St  John  and  Chamblce,  from 
whence  they  will  march  to  Crown 
Point  and  Ticonderoga,  then  to  Al» 
bany,  and  thus  fall  on  the  back  of  the 
province  of  New-York ;  and  that  the 
lleet,  with  another  part  of  the  army,  will 
make  a  defeent  on  the  coaft,  by  which 
means  the  provincials  will  be*  between 
two  tires.  The  diflance  from  Montreal 
to  Albany,  in  IVew-Yurk,  is  about  200 
miles,  and  vellels  will  be  fent  with' 
the  troops  to  navigate  the  lakes, 
fo  that  the  army  will  have  water 
carriage  great  part  of  the  way.  A 
ing  once  ruaile  from  the  back  fettle- 
inents,  and  a  holdfaft  eftabliflied,  muR 
be  of  intinitc  fervice,  as  the  moll  turbu¬ 
lent  of  the  colonies  will  thereby  be  very 
foon  under  fubjeftion;  and,  when  one  or 
two  of  tiie  middle  provinces  are  in  the 
king’s  hands,  the  reft  of  the  colonies 
mull  come  in  of  courfe. 

Another  advantage  awaiting  onr  army 
is,  that  the  very  extenlive  province  of 
Canada  will  be  ready  to  furnKli  them 
with  provifions  of  all  kinds.

lady  Charlotte  Burgoyne,  to  give  her 
information. 

Gen.  Burgoyne  is  to  take  the  com? 
maud  of  the  army  in  Canada,  and  gen. 
Carlctoii  flill  to  remain  at  Quebec  as 
governor.

liy  the  lift  advices  from  America  it 
appears,  that  the  colony  of  New-Jerfey 
is  at  peace,  and  the  governor  (who  is 
fon  to  Dr  Franklin),  council,  and  houfe 
of  aflembly  are  going  on  witli  the  pub¬ 
lic  bulinefs  in  the  fame  regular,  unin¬ 
terrupted  manner  as  formerly.

It  not  been  for  the  great  num¬ 
ber  of  American  vcrtel.H,  loaded  with 
provifions,  and  brought  in  as  prizes 
here  by  his  majefty*s  Ihips,  both  us  and 
o'u*  negroes  would  long  ’ere  now  have 
all  perilheil.  It  is  fiirpriling  that,  tho* 
all  the  illand  and  flaves  belong  to,  and 
are  mortly  the  projXTty  of,  peoblu  reli- 
dlng  in  Britain,. yet  they  have  taken  fo 
little  care  of  us,  that  not  above  fix  vel- 
fcls  from  Britain  and  Ireland  have  arri-. 
ved  here  this  year  loaded  whth  provit 
lions,  and  they  are  at  prefent  very 
hi.c:h.” 

Capt.  Wood  and  capt.  Uobinfon,  with 
feveral  of  their  men,  arc  arrived  at 
Whitehaven  from  America.  I'heir  IhipS 
were  taken,  with  three  others  belonging 
to  Whitehaven,  by  the  provincials.-y* 
'I'hey  were  well  treated  by  the  Ameri¬ 
cans,  and  allowed  to  come  home  in  a 
Ichooner  which  they  bought  for  that 
piirpofe.  They  fay  that  the  people  of

V/e  are  informed,  by  a  letter  from 
Saltcoats,  that,  upon  Wednefday  the 
29lh  lilt,  a  boat,  loaded  with  black 
cattle,  coming  over  from  the  illc  of  Ar¬ 
ran,  to  the  fair  in  that  place,  was  over- 
fet  at  fea.  I  herc  were  nine  perfons  on 
board.  Two  men,  two  women  and  a 
boy  perilled,  and  a  dozen  of  the  cattle. 

On  Saturday  the  ift  cunent,  a  very 
melaneboly  accident  happened  at  Camn- 
belton  :  As  capt.  Kofs,  from  the  Ork¬ 
neys,  two  laiul-waiters,  and  a  labourer. 
Were  weighing  fome  fait  in  a  cellar, 
where  there  was  a  large  quantity  of 
grain  on  the  floor  above,  the  floor  gave 
way,  and  the  grain  fell  down,  and  killed 
the  captain,  one  of  the  lanl-waiters, 
and  the  labourer;  the  other  land-waiter 
being  near  the  door,  had  one  of  his  feet 
cruflicd  to  pieces. 

On  Momlay  night  was  committed  to 
the  tolbouth,  by  warrant  of  the  flieriff, 
Anne  Mather,  or  Mackie,  relict  of  Da¬ 
vid  Mather  land-furvcyor  in  Tranent, 
accufed  of  having  put  to  death  her  ba- 
ftard  child,  of  which  Ihe  was  delivered 
within  thefe  few  days.  It  feems  that, 
immediately  after  her  delivery,  flic  had 
left  Tranent,  and  came  to  the  Canon- 
gate,  in  order  to  fecrctc  hcrfclf ;  but,  in 
the  coiirfc  of  a  precognition  taken  be¬ 
fore  the  flieriff  of  Haddington,  a  man 
was  difeovered  who  had  afl'ifled  her  in 
cfcaping.  This  perfbn  was  thercCorc 
apprehended  ;  and,  as  he  could  not  tell 
the  name  of  the  people  with  whom  flic 
was  loilged,  the  flieriff  of  Haddington 
fent  two  of  his  officers  alofig  with  him, 
in  order  that  he  might  point  out  the 
houfc  ;  which  having  been  done,  and 
the  woman  found,  the  flieriff  of  thU 
county  granted  warrant  for  Iirr  incarce¬ 
ration.  On  Tuefday  evening  ihc  under¬ 
went  an  examination  before  that  roagi- 
(Iratr,  and  was  aiterwards  rc-cummiltcd 
to  prilbn.
